Housing projects must be car- 
ried to completion, but they must 
at the same time conserve mate- 
rial essential to national defense.

Attention of the Authority is 
called to the fact that a number of 
materials commonly used in the 
construction of housing projects 
are now urgently needed for criti- 
cal defense purposes. Housing, 
Mr. Strauss points out, must be 
correlated with the whole defense 
economy. To this end, he says 
that housing ought not to use ma- 
terials needed for other defense 
purposes wherever it is possible 
to eliminate such materials or to 
find reasonably satisfactory sub- 
stitutes for them.

A great, ‘slow-moving, broad- 
winged plane moved across Up- 
land’s southern’ horizon at 
12:32 p.m. today, the largest 
such machine which man has 
succeeded in sending through 
the air—the much-talked-of and 
long anticipated Douglas B-19, 
on its maiden flight. Taking off 
from Santa Monica at 12:04 
p.m., the great “bird” needed 
only half the distance anticipat- 
ed for her take-off, which was 
accomplished ‘in 17 seconds.

“We are moved not by a desire to 
voice our own views, but to let 
the world know that we share 
with our leader, Mary Baker Eddy,
